American citizen, near Hidalgo, Mex- 
ico, as a subject for reparation by the 
Huerta government became known aft- 
er today's cabinet meeting. 
Rumors current in New York that 
President Huerta had requested the 
assistance of the United States ap- 
peared to be based on the memoran- 
dum issued by the Huerta authorities 
at Mexico City last night appealing to 
this government to consider the effect 
of the recent decree raising the embar- 
go on arms. 
Whether such an appeal amounts to 
a request for assistance is regarded 
as a matter of construction, but there 
is nothing in the nature of a direct re- 
quest for assistance so far as the of- 
ficials have made known. 


Arrange Chihuahua Visit. 


Secretary Bryan said just before en- 
tering the cabinet meeting that Con- 
sul Letcher's dispatch also confirmed 
previous information 
that 
Benton's 
body was in Chihuahua City. He said 
arrangements would be made soon for 
tlie visit of the commission to Chihua- 
hua to view the corpse. 
Consul Letcher also reported that 


Gen. 
Villa would permit two physi- 
cians to accompany the American and 
British representatives and members 
of the Benton family 
and 
that he 
would furnish transportation and ac- 
commodations for all of them. 
After a long lapse in the diplomatic 
exchanges between Washington and 
the City of Mexico, an attempt 
has 
been made to reopen the correspond- 
ence by the submission of an appeal 
by the Huerta government for the re- 
consideration by the United States of 
the recent raising of the embargo on 
arms to Mexico. 
It is not expected that the state de- 
partment will return any formal an- 
swer to this last communicator!. 
Start Investigation. 
Laredo, Tex., Feb. 27.—Friends of 
Clemente Vergara, the American who 
was hanged recently by Mexican fed- 
erals, were aroused today by the re- 
port made American Consul Garrett 
and Vergara's brothsr-in-law, S. J. Hill, 
who yesterday visited the scene of the 
rancher's execution near Hidalgo, Mex.

discavered jn the county, in 
paying:,

farmer '-would-

doubt'secure' thorough analysis of his 
soil, hiping he might find: "pay dirt,"1 
as they used to say in the old da'vs 
in California. The writer 
is con- 
vinced that if each Rock county farm- 
er had the acreage of-this wonderful 
crop that is its due it. there would 
come to the farmers of the county an 
era of prosperity such as mines could 
not bring. The farmers have only to 
mit a reasonable amount of their land 
into alfalfa to raise gold and pay off

It is safest, however, to make 
the test with the blue litmus paper 
It is follv to waste time and seed try- 
in? to grow alfalfa 
on acidity soil, 
for the bacteria that glows in the 
nodules upon the roots of the plant 
can not Jive in acidity soils. The 
acidity of the soil may be corrected 
by the use '.of limestone or dry marl 
or slaked lime, 'and •sufficient quantity- 
of .lime, should, be applied not only to 
sweeten the soil but to keep it sweet 
for.a term of -yeaci since the alfalfa 
once established, will grow from three 
to six years and produce a profitable 
crop. Many growers of alfalfa are vis- 
ing lime to advantage where there.is 
no-acidity in the soil. 
The best results seem to be ob- 
tained by the use. of dry marl or pul- 
verizedr.raw- limestone, .which, should, 
be'scattered over, the field at-the:rate 
of/one to -four tcns/-per acre. • .

Experience proves that afalfa grows 
better without a nurse crop than -with
